India Now Purchaser
of Silver Bullion

(Continued from Paga 1)

crops, and the presence of German
gunboats in Asiatic waters was a re-

straining influence not only in crop
exportation, hut the Importation f

contrabands, of which silver is one.
In fact, one lot of 300,0U0 ounces of
silver from the llelmoiit mines sold
in San Krancisco for India delivery
was removed from the boat at Hono-
lulu. Consequently the recent pur-

chases of si'ver by India indicate that
there is a more hopeful feeling in
that country as to England's mastery
of the seas.

Although Belmont can produce and
sell silver at 48 cents an ounce and
realize a substantial profit, neverthe-
less the management feels that salea
at this price are made at a sacrifice.
But even at 48 cents an ounce, the
market is limited and has been un-

able to digest large offerings. For
weeks the quotations were little more
than nominal. It is roughly estimat-
ed that about 45 per cent of the
world's silver production is consumed
in the arts, but at present this con-

sumption is reported as only 20 per
cent of normal. Manufacture of fiat
silver ha bwo hard hit by the war.
Producing iis it does about 350,000
ounces of siher a month, a difference
of a pent In the price means a sub-
stantial sum to FH:niDi. Each ad
vance of one cent means $.1,500 more
to the company, or more than Jl"i a

day. Silver sold at a low price, that
is a figure which is regarded as well
below a normal quotation, means the
practical loss of large sums by silver
producers, which can never be re-

gained.

Canal service
medals are to be awarded Panama
canal employes in the course of the
next few weeks. Orders have just
been received from the war office

that the list of those who are en-

titled to medals and service bars
must be in Washington not later
than February 8.

It is estimated that this year 700

employes will be entitled to medals,
while more than 1,000 service barB
will be given to those who have re-

ceived medals already. Up to De-

cember, 1913, more than 7,000 service
medals had been given canul em-

ployes.
The medal Is popularly known as

the Panama canal service medal, but
8 also called the Roosevelt canal
medal, as it was at President Roose-

velt's suggestion, made in 1908 while
on a visit to the isthmus, that the
idea of a medal was adopted. The
medal is given at the end of two
years' service, after' which a service
liar is attached for every two addi-

tional years.

AM ST Kit DAM, Feb. 9. The Ham-

burger Nachrichten complains that
Americans in Germany are acting as
ihe representatives of London news-

papers, this being viewed by the
Nachrichten as hardly in accord with
strict ideas of neutrality. The Nach-

richten says:
"Every war between civilized na-

tions is initiated by the rupture of

diplomatic relations. Newspaper rep-

resentatives in many respects resem-
ble diplomatists, for their task is to
obtain Information, and to give their
own country a true insight into the
existing state of affairs. Can we
lake it as in the slightest degree pos-

sible that those London Journals
which are showing the greatest hat-

red toward Germany can still be

maintaining their correspondents ly-

ing low in Berlin? Of course not.

They are Americans! Thus they en-

joy the protection of their embassy;
and even if they place their tele-

graphic reports before the German
censor, naturally whatever they send
their editors through the American
post-ha- goes through unexamined."

JUDGE AVERILL HANDS DOWN
A VERY INTERESTING

OPINION

Judge Averill yesterday granted a

motion for a new trial in the case
of P. D. McLeod vs. Eugene E. Bert-
ram. This was an action In which
the plaintiff, a physician, failed to

record his certificate from the state
board of medical examiners with the
county recorder. He sued the de-

fendant for recovery of a fee for
medical attention and recovered in

the first action. In rendering his

opinion Judge Averill quotes from a

decision which reads: "It is a set
tled principle of law that one cannot
recover compensation for doing an
act to do which is forbidden by law,
and is a misdemeanor.'" In Nevada
it Is a misdemeanor to practice in a

county without first recording the cer-- '
tifieate from the board of medical ex-

aminers, but It is not specifically for-

bidden. Judge Averill in his opinioi
went in extenso Into the laws of the
state governing the practice of medi-

cine, surgery and obstetrics. H?

SILVER PICK CON.

IS AGAIN SINKING

SHAFT TO BE SENT DOWN TO
THE LATITE-S- ALE

CONTACT

In accordance with a program de-

cided upon by President Herman
Zadig of San Francisco upon the oc-

casion of his visit to Goidfield about
two weeks ago, General Superintend-
ent Walter 8. Norris this morning
resumed sinking operations in the
main shaft on the property of the
Silver Pick Consolidated Mines com

pany beneath the 500-foo-t level, with

the famous latlte-shal- e contact as

the objective point, says the Gold-fiel-

Tribune. The plans of the com-

pany call for an additional depth of
200 feet, but It is expected that the
contact will be revealed at a lesser
depth.

The property la amply equipped
with machinery for deeper opera-
tions and the work should make ex-

cellent headway. All lateral develop-
ment work on the 500-fo- level has
been suspended during sinking opera-

tions, with the exception of the west
crosscut, which is designed to Inter-

cept the downward continuation of

three unknown veins. This crosscut
u m st present a total length of 420

feet, the face being 330 feet from the

foot wall of the main vein of the prop-

erty. '- j

President Zadig stated while In

Goidfield on his lust visit that the re-

sults obtained tn the exploratory
work on the 500-fo- level had con-

vinced him that greater depth was

required on the various ore bodies
revealed and that It would be advis-

able to sink the main shaft to the
latite-shal- e contact. An assessment
of one cent per share recently levied

by the directors has provided ample
funds to continue the shaft to the
700-fo- point and permit of exten-

sive additional exploratory work.
